10 per cent, advance granted by all 
the other companies, neither has the 
Lehigh & Wllkestoarre Coal com- 
pany, who otters the 10 per cent, 
agreed to abolish, the sliding scale. 
The strikers have 
been requested 


noli to return to work at the collieries 
operated by these three companies, 
hut it is evidently the intention of 
the latter to stunt up without grant- 
ing- the concessions demanded by the 
Scran ton convention.

MR. BRYAN ON THE STRIKE. 


New Haven, Conn,, Oct. ST.—Wm 


J. Bryan WM today atked for a state 
nwnt of his view* ttjon the settle- 


ment of the anthracite coal strike, 
aad replied as follows: 


"I am very glad to learn that the 


strike is settled. The fact that the 
men have secured an advance Is not 
only gratifying, but it shows that 
there was just cause for their com- 
plaint. But the fact that they were 
idl* a month and that the consumers 
of coal had to pay a higher price for 
the coal which was the cause of the 
strike, shows how Important It is to 
lave arbitration for the settlement 
of differences between labor and cap- 
tal. A just system of arbitration 
iwould have secured to the miners the 
advantage which they have gained, 
and probably a still greater advan- 
:age without the loss which they 
lave suffered. It would also have sav- 
d the public the loss which has been 
risited upon it,"

Sal-ton's Column Suffered Severely 


and Boer Losses Were Heavy 


—Boers to be Shot. 


London, Oct. 27.—A dispatch re- 


ceived at the war office from Lord 
Roberts, dated Pretoria, Friday, Oct. 


, referring to the fighting of Gen- 


ral Barton's column with General 
DeWet's forces, October 25, says: 


"The British losses were heavier 


than at first reported. An additional 


fflcer aud twelve men were killed 
and three officers and twenty-five 
men were wounded. The Boers left 
twenty-four 
dead 
and 
nineteen 


wounded on the field and twenty-six 
toers were made prisoners. 
Three 


toers who held up their bands in 
okeii of surrender and then fired on 
he British were court-martialed, 
convicted and sentenced to death, I 
ave confirmed the sentence." 
The dispatch also refers to minor 


affairs In. which the troops of Gen- 
ral Kitchener and General Metheun 


•were engaged and a serious incident 
letween Sprlngfontein and Philippe- 
is, Orange River colony, where fifty 
cavalrymen were ambushed and cap- 
ured <by the Boers, only seven of the 
party escaping.

New Haven, Conn., Oct. 27.—The 
onrney of Mr. Bryan and his party 
rom New York to New Haven was 
uneventful. 


At South Norwalk, where the train 
topped for a minute or two, a num» 
«r of railroad employes Jumped a 
igh fence to get to Mr, Bryan to 
hake hands, and at two or three 
ther places he left his seat and 
ushed to the rear platform to wave 
da hat to groups of people gathered 
y the roadside. During a very brief 
top at Bridgeport a number of peo- 
le lushed to the car and, calling 
or Mr. Bryan, demanded a hand- 
ihake. He made no speech, although 
here were demands that he should 
<say something on the ice trust" 
During the trip up Mr. Bryan had a 
alk with William Waldo Hyde, 
ormer mayor of Hartford and an 
elector on >the Palmer end Buckner 
ticket in 1896 at Mr. Hyde's re- 
quest. 


The Yale students today had their 


meeting of the present cam- 


paign with Mr. Bryan. When Mr. 
Jryan first visited this city, during 
the presidential contest of 1896, he 
was not given a very Agreeable re- 
ception. Twice since that time he has 
lectured 
hare very 
successfully, 


speaking on other 
than political 


themes. Kr. Bryan arrived at 11 
o'clock and was escorted directly to 
the Second regiment armory, a large 
hall, in which the meeting was held 
and in which many students had 
gathered. He was greeted as he en- 
tered the hall with general cheer* 
There were cries of "What's the mat- 
ter with BryanP" and 
responses 


"He'» all right." When Mr. Bryan 
began to speak there was genera 
silence in the audience, and whlk 
there were afterwards slight inter 
ruptions it seemed evident from th 
beginning that there was no intt>n 
tion to make unfriendly demonstra 
tions such, as rendered remarkabl 
Mr. Bryan's visit to New Haven fou 
years ago, when Yale Students lit 
erally broke up a vast open at 
meeting on th* yrun. 


After dlscttStiiif along a fantilia 


being once more In New Hav«nt Mr. 
Bryan said: 


"We are now near the close of this 


Campaign—so near to it that we can 
see what the republicans have done, 
and we can guess «01 that they will 
do between now and election day, 
and I want to call your attention to 
the fact -that the republican cam- 
lalgn is confessedly a failure.

NEWS OF SUICIDE CONFIRMED. 


Washington, Oct. 27.—From an In- 


dependent source Secretary Hay has 
eceived confirmatory evidence of the 
•eported suicide of 7n Hsiang, the 
mancial governor of the province of 
ihansl, whose punishment was de- 
manded by the powers for the massa- 
re of a large number of misslonar- 
es. This message came from Spec- 
al Commissioner Kockhill, as fol- 
ows: 
"Shanghai, Oct. 82.—Have reliable 
nforraatlon to the effect that Yu 
Hsiang committed suicide 22d. 


"Rockhill.-' 


It Is legarded as probable by the 


state department officiate that Mr. 
toekhill was unacquainted with the 
act that the Chinese government it- 
elf had communicated Information 
o this effect to the powers before he 
ent his message, so that coming 
rom another point thaii Fekin, 
whence the Chinese report emanated, 
Mr. Boddhill's advice is regarded aa 
trongly corroborative. 
A dispatch haa been received from 
Ir. Conger disproving the etorlee of 
he reactionary tendencies of the Im- 
perial government. 
The state de- 


triment had received reports from 
various points in China, and notably 
rom Canton, through its agents 
fore, to the effect that the imperial 
government had ordered the removal 
rom office of the viceroys of the 
great Yvngtse^provinces of Nanking 
and Hankow, because of their pro- 
"oreign sentiments. 


Secretary Hay called Mr, Conger to 
nvestigate the report, and if it were 
ound to be true, to make a forcible 
irotest the the imperial government 
hrough the Chinese commissioners 
at Pekln, Li Hung Chang and Prince 
Ching, against the proposed action. 
Today Mr. Conger reporter that after 
areful investigation the story of thft 
hange in administration had been 
ound to be without foundation. 
The answer to the communications 
rom Germany and Great Britain em- 
lodying the last agreement relative 
jo the open door and the territorial 
ntegrity of China probably will go 
'onward Monday. 
It is said tnat 


'rom the first our government has 
never been in doubt as to the action 
t should take upon this agreement, 
or rtither the invitation to approve 
the agreement. But it was not pos- 
sible to move speedily in the mat- 


i, 
The point of inteiest is the treat- 


ment that will fee accorded the third 
section of the agreement relative to 
the course to be pursued by the sig- 
natories, in the event that they nnd 
themselves obstructed In the execu- 
Jon of the two preceding paragraphs. 
It is believed that the state depart- 
ment will find it unnecessaiy to enter 
into any agreement on this point in 
advance of the ocouirence of the con- 
tingency referred to In the third sec- 
tion. 
There can to no doubt cf its 


full acceptance of the flist two ar- 
ticles in view of the fact that they are 
nothing more than reamrmatious 01 
the department's own policies.

EN SERVICE PIPES. 


Frank Fox is Burned on Superior 


Street—ArtiflWal Gas Was Shut 


Off for the Night. 


An «xplosion of gas at the corner 
f Superior and Clinton streets abotft 
:30 o'clock Friday evening resulted 
n one of the workmen on the inter- 
cepting sewer being 
quite badly 


urned and caused -the liveliest sort 
•f excitement In that vicinity for 
anre time, 
Service pipes from both the natural 


and artificial gas mains bad 'been 
>roken near the corner of Clinton and 
uperior streets, where She work on 
he intercepting sewer is now going 
toward, and H, C. Paul, president of 
•he gas company, says the breaks 
w«ie caused by the weight of exca- 
ated earth piled upon "them. 'Work 
pon the aewer is progressing nlgbJt 
end day, the light ait night being 
applied by gasoline lamps. Friday 
evening, just as (Frank Fox, a brick- 
aye r, Jumped into "the trenoh to be- 
iin woiik th* escaping fas IMOMDIB 
gnited, *h»r* was an explosion and 
nstwntly the unfortunate man was 
enveloped in flames. 


Fox scrambled to the top of the 
renfch, where Ma companions »uo- 
-eeded In extinguishing th« fiatnisi 
In his clothing and btmied him to 
be office of (Dr. fliamnwnd. (Flames 
were leaping to a height of eight or 
ben f art *n>m the sewer and an alarm 
f fin was turned in. 
At the phy- 


sician's office iit was ascertained ithalt 


'ox's burns, thought extensive, were 
argely surface burns and not of a 
dangerous character, His entire face 
was Wintered, (mustache, (hair, eye- 
brows and eye-lashes were singed off, 
and inaid* th« palm of the left [hand 


a deep burn two inches in diame- 


;er. 
After Ills •wounds "were dressed 


Fox was taken to the '"Union house, 
where the ihas been boarding. 


Firemen fought the names with 


water for a time, and then a gang of 
men were placed at work shoveling 
earth upon them, and finally, at 
0:30, succeeded in extinguisEhing the 
.re, though the gas continued to leak 
xtensivdy throughout the night. It 
was impossible to repair the break in 
the darkness, and equally impossible 
o use a light in the vicinity. 


LBFT m DARKNESS. 


Immediately after the explosion 
he supply of artificial gas was shut 
iff at the works to prevent aft aicd- 
lent, and homes and business houses 
all over the city depending on this 
sort of light were left in total dark- 
ness until a supply of lamps and can- 
dles could be procured. 
This in- 


cluded many of the down town drug- 
stores, the police station, the Horns 
relephone exchange 
and numerous 


other places. 
At the Wayne Street 


K. H. church, where a social was in 
progress, more tfcan fifty diners were 
;n the midst of their supper when 
datfcness enveloped the scene, and 
the reception rooms were thronged 
•with visitors, 
lamps were soon 


procured and the meals were re- 
sumed.

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BUG DISEASES TO ORDER 


Unique Experiments Conducted 


toy Agricultural Deportment 
to Sill Insects. 


Diseased bugs are being used by 


the United States to produce whole- 
sal* pestilence among their kind nnrt 
ultimately effect extermination. 


The entomologists of the agiicul- 


tnral department lately learned how 
to concoct several deadly and malig- 
nant bug diseases, how tj bottle lhei» 
for shipment, how to spiead 
them 


among the vast insect fi-ateinity. and 
how to make infectftd bugs cany the 
scourge to their unsuspecting kind. 
The peculiar diseases in question are 
not communicable to man, 


The discovery of malaiial germs la 


the mosquito has directed scientific 
attention to bugs as a means of tians- 
mittirig contagion. It is being dis- 
covered that these minute distuibers 
of the farmer's avid householder's 
peace and happiness have theh char- 
acteristic di a tempers, some of them 
highly contagious. 
To artificially 


propagate their baneful germs in in- 
eubatois, where the latter are fed and 
multiplied, it found to be an easy 
matter. 


DISEASE IN BOTTLES. 


The grasshopper is one of the chief 


victims piroEiiibed by the conspiring ! 
bugolo girts. 
He has been aimuilly 


filching thousands of dolliis from th3 
industrious tiller of the soil. 
Thy 


American grasshoppei lias always 
been a healthy bug. 
In Australia 


and South Afiiea, hcwevei, hive been 
dtscoveied cousin species which suf- 
fer a. hideous disease compared to 
which human leprosy is a means to- 
ward pleasure and adornment. The 
unsparing entomologists ai.e impm- 
ing from the bacteriological institute 
cf Cape Town phials filled with this 
nestilence and eighteen such- vessels 
have lately been shipped to flourish- 
ing grasshopper colonies in Missis- 
sippi, Nebraska and Minnesota. 


Grasshoppers killed by the disease 


are collected in large quantities, dried 
and ground into a meal. This msal is 
mixed with a gelatinous substance 
and put up in the glass phials far 
shipment. In these vessels the dis- 
ease elements multiply until cipable 
of killing manifoldly more gresshop- 
pers than originally used in the prep- 
aration of the deadly concoction On 
receiving- the phials the farrnei is in- 
structed to thoroughly mix the con- 
tents of each with two teaspoon fills 
of sugar. He adds this dose to thiee- 
foui'ths of a tumbler of -water, previ- 
ously bailed and allowed to cnol Inti 
the tumbler he places several pieces 
of cork. 


DIPPED IN CONTAGION 


After allowing the mixture to stand 


ft day, during which lime the dtsen-e 
has attacked the cork and thoroughly 
contaminated the fluid, he dips vati- 
ous and sundry giasshcppeis, nlive 
and kicking, into the liquid, the nine 
thus doused being the memer for the 
promised lesult After being vigor- 
ously ducked and thereby terrified, 
the protesting victims are impiisored 
in a box aaS fed on gieen plants well 
moistened with the s^me fatal fluiJ. 
Having been fed on this poisonous 
diet for twcnty-foui houis, the pus- 
oners are libeiated, geneially m Ibc 
evening houis. Then they hop §rle> | 
fully away to mingle once moie with ; 
their anxious fueuls?. Hjturmng t i j 
tl.fii haunts Gi«.y inco-ently dissem- 
inate their contagion fir anrl wide, 
among all of theh kind which np- 
jiicach to lejoice pt tlien safe e«.»pe 
and maivel At the accounts of then 
terrible experiences.

But the black natives of 
this territory, who eat gias^hoppers, 
objected to such wholesale c MI ttmi na- 
tion of their diet. 


The chinch bug is "it" in a s.milav 


game devised by the entomologists 
This ravenous insect yearly costs the 
Ameiican faimei millions. The most 
deadly ill to which its flesh ia hrr is 
discovered to be the "white fungus." 
It attacks him in much the sim.3 
manner as the furry growth infests 
the grasshopper, save that a white 
rather than a mouse-colored crust 
cov«s his body and eats out his lif>. 
The disease is highly 
contagious 


among his kind, 
' Death ensue* a few days after ex- 
posure to the disease. After death 
the white mold increases in numerous 
Spores. The mold is then collected, 


placed back in the cold broth and bat • 
ter, and toft to multiply. 


WOBK AT URBANA. 


Uncle Sam's agricultural experi- 


ment station at TJrbana, III., is being 
utilized as a distributing center for 
chinch bugs thus artificially infected, 
This institution has been correspond- 
ing with farmers in vaiious parts of 
the country, requesting them to box 
up and ship by express as many of 
the live insects es they can collect 
After exposure to the disease-laden 
broth and batter at the experiment 
station tile contaminated bugs are 
shipped back to the farmers. 
The 


latter are instructed to k«ep the bugs 
confined until dead from the disease. 
The farmers then capture as many 
live insects aa ca.n be caught and cjn- 
flne them with the carcasses of tiieli 
relatives until they show symptoms I 
of the diesase. 
Then they are let 


loose in the fields in time to create ft 
wholesome pestilence. Some farmeis 
nat only diatiibute the live bags thus, 
but scattei tlie deid ones left in their 
contagion boxes, attaching them to 
vegetable giowths threatens!. Other 
farmeis have applied the broth and 
batter mixture directly to plants 
preyed upon by Inrge colonies of the 
ravenous insects. 


Citejpillais, seventeen-year locus'is 


and vaiious other insect pests have 
been expeiimented with, the object 
being to deteunine some infectious 
disease capable of their eradication.

Llp.ndaff, 
He a.loptsd his nephew 


James, win sn'oss^uently married 
Anne Whyte.by whomhe had numer- 
ou=) childien. and the fourth son was 
TaecL.-iid M.vthew, the founder of (lie 
tempaance movement in Iielaud. 
When the boy was five years old his 
father taok a laiga farm, with a 
commodious duelling hou^e upon it, 
called Bathcloheen, in the immediate 
vicinity of Thomastown house, and 
thithei moved his family. 
The bi- 


ogiapher of Fathei Mathew, John 
Francis Magulre, ascertained, "from 
his enrliest years the deaire to afford 
pleasure to others, to be the means of 
confening happiness upon some hu- 
man creature was his most marked 
characteristic."

feeling for all living creatures.

MR. BRYAN IN NEW HAVEN. 


New Haven, Conn., Oct. 27.—The 


journey of Mr. Bryan and his party 
from New York to New Haven was 
uneventful. 


At South Norwalk, where the train 


stopped for a minute or two, a num- 
ber of railroad employes jumped a 
high fence to get to Mr. Bryan to 
shake hands, and at two or three 
other places he left 
his seat and 


rushed to the rear platform to wave 
his hat to groups of people gathered 
by the roadside. During- a very brief 
stop at Bridgeport a number of peo- 
ple rushed to the car and, calling 
for 
Mr. 'Bryan, demanded a hand- 


shake. He made 110 speech, although 
there were demands that he should 
'say something on the ice trust" 
During the trip up Mr. Bryan had a 
talk with 
William 
Waldo Hyde, 


former mayor of Hartford and an 
elector on 'the Palmer and Buckner 
ticket in 1896 
at Mr. Hyde's re- 


quest. 


The Yale students today had their 


first meeting of the present cam- 
paign with Mr. Bryan. 
When Mr. 


Bryan first visited this city, during 
the presidential contest of 189G, lie 
was not given a very agreeable re- 
ception. Twice since that time be lias 
lectured 
he-re 
very 
successfully, 


speaking on other 
than political 


themes. 
Mr. Bryan arrived at 11 


o'clock and was escorted directly to 
the Second regiment armory, a large 
hall, in which the meeting was held, 
and in which many students had 
gathered. He was gre&ted as he en- 
tered the hall with general cheers 
There were cries of "What's the mat- 
ter with BryanP" and 
responses, 


'He's all right." When Mr. Bryan 
began to speak there 
was general 


silence in the audience, and while 
there -were afterwards slight inter- 
ruptions It seemed evident from the 
beginning that there was no inten- 
tion to make unfriendly demonstra- 
tions such as rendered remarkable 
Mr. Bryan's visit to New Haven four 
years ago, when Yale students lit- 
erally broke up 
a vast open air 


meeting on the green. 


After discussing along a familiar 


suppression of 'the trusts Mr. Bryan 
said that he would remove the tariff 
from all trust-made articles. 
CJos* 


ing his reference to the trusts the 
speaker denounced them as indefensi- 
ble, and as intolerable, and compared 
the trust magnate to the highway- 
man. 
"The only 
difference," he 


said, " is that the highwayman takes 
great risks and gets a little bit, while 
the trust magnate takes little risk 
and gets a great deal." 


Before dismissing: the subject 'of 


"trusts." MrJ Bryan said: 


"Last night at a banquet in JTew 


York to the republican candidate for 
vice president, 
Senator Scott, of 


West 
Virginia, made a statement 


that I am going1 to read to you. He 
said: 


" 'Right here I want to say I be- 


lieve in trusts, they are a 
good 


thing,' and then recognizing that he 
had said a dangerous thing for a 
republican to say in a campaign, he 
turned and said: 'If that newspaper 
man puts that dawn I will inake 
trouble for him.' " 


M. Bryan 
then 
reiterated 
hip 


former promises to suppress "Uusts"' 
in the event of his election. 


After didscunng along 
familiar 


line the subject of imperialism, Mr. 
Bryan closed by rending an extract 
from an article written by Lafayette 
after his visit to this country suc- 
ceeding the revolutionary war.

commenting Mr. Bryan concluded: 


"Is there no republican today who 


could 
rise to the

Frenchman? Is there no republican 
today .who could see in. the future a 
glory as glorious as Lafayette could 
picture from across the ocean?

Today Mr. Conger reporter that after 
careful investigation the story of the 
change in administration had been 
found to be without foundation. 


The answer to the communications 


from Germany and Great Britain cm- 
bodying the last agreement relative 
to the open door and the territorial 
integrity of China probably will go 
forward Monday, 
It is said tnat 


from the first our government has 
never been in doubt as to the action 
it should take upon this agreement, 
or rather the invitation to approve 
the agreement. But it was not pos- 
sible to move speedily in the mat- 
ter. 


The point of interest is the treat- 


ment that will 'be accorded the third 
section of the agreement relative to 
tbe course to be pursued by the sig- 
natories, in the event that they find 
themselves obstructed in the execu- 
tion of the two preceding paragraphs. 
It is believed that the state depart- 
ment will find it unnecessary to enter 
into any agreement on this point'in 
advance of the occurrence of the con- 
tingency referred to in the third sec- 
tion. 
There can 'be 110 cloubt cf its 


full acceptance of the first two ar- 
ticles in view of the fact that they are 
nothing more than reafllrmations of 
the department's own policies.

of Superior and Cliriton streets ahou't 
6:30 o'clock Friday evening resulted 
in one of the workmen on the inter- 
cepting sewer being 
quite badly 


burned 'and caused the liveliest sort 
of excitement in that vicinity for 
some time. 


Service pipes -from both the natural 


and artificial gas mains had 'been 
broken neat the corner of Clinton and 
Superior streets, where the work on 
the intercepting sewer is now going 
forward, 'and H. C. Paul, president of 
the igas company, says the breaks 
were caused by the weight of exca- 
vated earth piled upon. them. 
-Work 


upon the sewer is progressing night 
and. day, the light 'ait night being 
supplied by gasoline 'lamps. 
Friday 


eveuing, just -as (Frank (Fox, u brick- 
layer, jumped into 'the trench to be- 
•g.in work the escaping gas ibecaane 
ignited, there was an explosion 'and 
instantly ithe unfortunate man -was 
•enveloped in flames. 


Fox scrambled to the top of the 


trench, .where his companions suc- 
ceeded in extinguishing the flames 
in his clothing and hurnied him to 
ithe office of Dr. Hammond. iFlaniea 
were leaping .to a (height of eight or 
ten feet from, the sewer and an alarm 
of fire was turned in. 
At the phy- 


sician's office it was ascertained itliaJt 
Fox's burns, thought extensive, were 
largely surface hums and not of a 
dangerous character. His en'tlre face 
was 'blistered, mustache, hair, eye- 
brows and eye-lashes were singed off, 
and inside 'the palm of the left hand 
is a deep bum two inches in diame- 
ter. 
After liis -wounds "were dressed 


Fox was taken 'to the 'Union, house, 
•where he has been boarding. 


•Firemen .fought the flames with 


water for a time, und then a gang of 
men were placed at work shoveling 
earth upon them, and. .finally, wt 
10:30, succeeded in extinguishing the 
fire, though tbe gas continued to leak 
extensively throughout the night. It 
was impossible to repair the break in 
the darkness, -and equally impossible

to use u light in the vicinity. 


LEFT IN DARKNESS. 


Immediately after the explosion 


the supply oT artificial g~as was shut 
off at tbe works to .prevent an acci- 
dent, and homes and business houses 
all over the city depending on this 
sort of light were left in total dark- ' 
ness until a supply of lamps and can- 
: 


dies could be procured. 
This in- 


cluded many of the down town drug- 
stores, the police sta'tlon, the Home 
telephone exchange and numerous 
other places. 
'At the -Wayne Street 


M. E. church, where -a social was in 
progress, more than fifty diners were 
In the midst of their supper -when 
darkness enveloped the sceno, and 
the reception rooms were thronged 


visitors. 
Lamps 
were soon 


procured and the 
meals were re- 


sumed. ' 


Contractor Peter, who is construct- 


ing the sowex', endeavored to have the 
natural gas supply shut off also, but 
President Paul steadfastly refused to 
do this, as it would (have inconveni- 
enced a large section, of the city. 
There was a heated discussion over 
it, but Mr. (Paul*carried his point. 
This morning a force of workmen 
were set at work uncovering the 
pipes, and the repairs .were .made, 
The artificial gas supply was turned 
on again at 0 o'clock this •morning. 


When the excavations for making 


the repairs were completed today it 
,was ascertained that the trouble had 
.been started by the recent caving of 
tho Clinton street sewerat that point. 


A terrific explosion this onorning 


shortly after 2 o'clock, in the heart 
of the little ;town of Maysville, this 
county, aroused nil the residents of 
the town from their slumbers, and 
set them -to wondering df there had 
'been an earthquake. 
Some people 


•were interested enough, to get up «nd 
investigate, and it didn't take .them 
long, to know that -Connnedery Hick- 
man's saloon was a thing of the past. 
Some miscreant had blown the build- 
Ing to pieces. 


The story was 
carried into .the 


homes of the aroused citizens, and in 
a few moments almost the entire 
-population of Maysville was gazing 
on the ruins of tbe only saloon in the 
town. 
It -was easy to determine 


what caused -the explosion. 
The 


walls were down and the roof had 
oaved in on top of them, while all the 
fixtures and wet goods were •more or 
less ruined. 
Dynamite had been 


used to rid Maysville of the saloon 
over which there had been a protest 
in the commissioners' court, and 


the temperance people had

were also blown, out.

street were Also broken. 
'Although 


scores of people were on the street 
a few minutes after the explosion 
there was no clue whatever to point 
to the man who had placed the dyna- 
mite and set fire to the fuse.

oon in the little town for two years 
until the September term of the com- 
missioners' court, when Commedery 
Hickmon appeared with an 'adver- 
tisement and proof of publication in 
a daily paper.

Maysville citizens had seen the ap- 
plication advertisement. 
They en- 


tered a protest to the commissioners 
through their attorney, (but the li- 
cense was granted and an appeal was 
taken to the circuit court.

until Monday oil account of the late- 
ness of the arrival of the steamship 
Auriania, which has the troops on 
board. 
The vessel cannot dock al 


Southampton until Inte this after- 
noon. By 10:30 o'clock this morning 
however, the streets of London were 
swarming with expectant 
crowds, 


who were Ignorant of the postpone- 
ment. 


The preparations here to welcome 


on their return 
to Eng-land 
from 


South Africa, the few hunrded men 
who constitute the City Imperial vol- 
unteers have entirely monopolized 
England's attention this week, ban- 
ishing from, notice matters of inter- 
national 
import. 
Although this, 


about half a regiment of young- Lon- 
doners, brokers' 
clerks 
and others, 


1ms not performed any very heroic 
feats, thousands of people are pour- 
ing- into London in order to witness 
the home-coming- and windows along 
the line of march have been sold at 
prices almost equcl to those demand- 
ed at the time of the jubilee proccs- 
son. In addition decorations and il- 
luminations costing- many thousands 
of pounds have been prepared and 
business and even traffic will be sus- 
pended practically the whole day 
when they arrive, and Monday night 
will doubtless witness a repetition of 
the Mafeking1 carnival. 


The announcement ui the non-ar- 


rival of the volunteers and the con- 
sequent postponement of the pageant 
was it great disappointment to many 
thousand. 
People 
from all 
parts 


of the country are now aimlessly 
parading- the route. The throngs are. 
so great that business is practically 
suspended and traffic disorganized. 


It is pointed out that the intense 


patriotism which all this is supposed 
to signify wouldbebetter appreciated 
were the returning soldiers more rep- 
resentative of the forces in the field 
or if there were not hundreds of co- 
lonial volunteers who have fought in 
South Africa walking the streeets 
of London, unhoiiored, unnoticed and 
uiicared for. This circumstance has 
caused some bitter reflections to be 
cast on the mother country by the 
colonial sections in- London, the jus- 
tice of which has been .acknowledged 
by several liberal-minded 
organs, 


while the regular army men are not 
pleased that the "cream, of public en- 
thusiasm," over the return of the 
troops should be secured by a small 
body of volunteers which it is freely 
asserted cannot compare with several 
of the irregular units. 


The next big celebration will prob- 


ably occur Monday, Nov. 10, when 
General Buller is due at Southhamp- 
tnn. 
He will receive the freedom of 


several cities and will doubtless have 
a triumphant progress, .though the 
reception which will be accorded to 
Lord Hoberts will, of course, eclipse 
the celebration which will attend 
Buller's return to England. 
Lord 


Roberts is expected in December and 
the same month, a representative o£ 
the Associated Press learns, another 
distinguished Britisher,Cecil Rhodes, 
will return from South Africa. 
In 


pursuance of his determination to 
adopt self-obliterating policy until 
the war is entirely over, it is likely 
tlmt Mr. Rhodes' home-coming will 
be quieter than that of the most in- 
significant private of the City Imper- 
ial volunteers.

Four months 
after getting this employment lie 
was invested with a small clerkship 
in the ofiice of the general superin- 
tendent of the road. 


'•Young1 Hays may have spent his

|; GOVERNMENT ASTRONOMERS BEGIN .THE GREAT WORK OF 
I 


MEA SUREMENT. 


At the United States Naval Ob- 


servatory in "Washington work has 
begun upon-the most Important as- 
tronomic problem which today re- 
mains unsolved. 
Night and morn- 


ing- from now until the 8th of I'ebru- 
nry, will be made observations from 
which will socii be deduced, much 
more accurately than ever before, 
the earth's distance fi'ora the sun 
and the 
distance between 
all the 


planets of the universe. 


School books say that our daylight 


travels an average distance of 90,- 
000,000 miles from its source. This 
is but a rough estimate. 
The ex- 


act figures are greater. 
Nature has 


suddenly supplied astronomers with 
an unanticipated means of revising 
the most scrupulous calculation yet 
made and making1 it as truly correct 
as, in all probability, will ever be 
possible. 


This means 
is-the'new 
plaiiet 


Eros, lately discovered by Herr G. 
Witt of the Urania observatory, Ber- 


• lin. • Recent observations prove be- 


yond a doubt that 
Eros ventures 


nearer to Mother Earth than any 
world having an independent orbit 
about the sun. 
Before the discovery 


of this new world astronomers had 
an ingenious method of determining 
the sun's distance. 
But the suc- 


cess of thia method long awaited the 
exact measurement of our distance 
from any other of our sister worlds. 
Eros coming nearest of all, will give 
the most accurate distance ever cal- 
culated between our sphere and an- 
other. 
Having: discovered how far 


Eros is from us, the computation of 
how far we tire from the sun will 
then be a matter of simple mathe- 
matics. 
Astronomers desire 
the 


sun's accurate 
distance from 
the 


earth, because they will use it as 
their foot rule 
for measuring all 


heavenly space. 
That vast gulf is 


now measured hi fractions of an im- 
aginary rod extending 
from our 


world'to the center orb of dr.y. 


Astronomers have plotted the hea- 


vens fur and wide, high and deep, 
into a huge map showing all worlds 
and their paths in proper propor- 
tions.. 
Given a single distance on 


this map, and given it accurately, 
they can estimate the long-wanted 
scale of the map. 
Thus the accurate 


estimate of how far Eros is from the 
earth will enable science to corrsct 
its doubtful 
computations of 
(he 


great scale upon which the whole 
universe around us is constructed. 
Tables of distances in all astrono- 
mies used by schools ov observator- 
ies will have to be altered after the 
new figures have been worked out. 


TWENTY MILES DIAMETER. 


' Eros is a tiny world, less 
than 


twenty miles in diameter. 
Were it 


to fall upon 
the broad breast 
of 


America and attach itself thereto it 
would form a lump but little more 
than twice as high as the loftiest 
peak of the Himalayas. 
Standing- 


alongside the moon in space its face 
would measure only one-hundredth 
the bread-ill of tha latter. 
A man 


might walk from its north 
to its 


south, pole in a day, while an express 
train 
might 
circumnavigate 
its 


equator and return to its 
starting 


point in an hour. 
Yet this insigni- 


ficant planet is given a year one and 
three-fourths the length 
of ours, 


Its orbit is much move oval than that 
of the earth. 
The sun, rather than 


occupying the center of this oval, 
stands much nearer 
to one of its 


ends than to the other. 


The earth is then sometimes be- 


tween the sun and Eros, the latter 
being almost the plane of our orbit. 
The nearest of such approaches on 
the part of Eros occurs just once in 
thirty years. 
Then it is only 14,- 


000,000 miles distant from us. 


Eros' next nearest approach will be 


in 1924. 
Yet it will be nearer the 


earth -than it has ever bean seen be- 
fore on February. 8 next. 
During 


the darkened v hours of,.that day it' 
will appear in- the Milky Way. .Prom 
now until then it will contuiue to 
approach us. 
During all this time 


Rstronomei's throughout they world 
will .closely watch and measure it. 
The nearer, the little world ventures 
the more accurate will these meas- 
urements become. 
The figures hav- 


ing all been carefully checked up 
and compared the distance of Eros 
will be announced and accepted by 
astronomers everywhere as the most 
accurate measurement 
ever 
made 


through interplanetary apace.

Eros is now invisible to the naked 


eye and will be so even on February 
8. 
It'Will remain invisible, except 


through1 the-teles'tiope, 'tml 
nonfat uappr*oach.

Telescopic measuring instrument:

a mere point than upon a 
brna< 


disk, like that of the moon. 
Thus 


in Eros arc combined, better thai 
elsewhere, the 
two prime 
virtues 


which planets could offer the carefu' 
measurer of vast distances. 
These 


virtues are nearness and smallness 


If two men 100 feet apart aim 


their rifles at the same target auc 
simultaneously hit it, the sharpness 
of the angle made by the paths of 
their bullets in coming together will 
depend upon how far away the tar- 
get is placed. 
Knowing 
how fai 


they are apart and just how much 
their rifle barrels were inclined to- 
ward each other, it would be an easy 
matter for these men to figure out 
the distance of the target. 
Similar- 


ly, when two astronomers, one at 
one side of the earth mid t-lie other 
at the other, 
simultaneously aim 


their telescopes at Eros, they can 
estimate how far ixwlTy that little 
world is after they have definitely 
determined how far apart their in- 
struments are and how they are in- 
clined toward each other. 
Happily, 


they have mer.ns of estimating thtse 
two necessary 
values. 
Similarly 


can 'P. solitary 
astronomer do 
the 


work. He can aim his telescope to- 
ward Eros just after sunset tonight. 
He obtains the direction 
which 


the instrument points as compared, 
with positions of the stars around 
it. 
Then he can aim his telescope 


at the same planet just before dawn 
tomorrow^ morning. 
Noting 
tha 


new direction, as shown by the back- 


round of stirs, he also estimates 


how many thousand miles the earth 
has carried him sines his first ob- 
servation. 
Thus does his .single 


telescope, 
moved 
around 
perhaps 


'.000 miles from 
where he 
first 


sighted his celestial target, do the 
work of two telescopes. 


GERMANY CROWDS BRITAIN. 


In various quarters 
of the globe 


ihe Germans are branching out into 
competition with the British. 
In 


shipping this has become esspacially 
noticeable in recent years, and the 
Express articles from Constantinople 
have forcibly shown how we arc be- 
ing ousted in the east. The latest 
chalhnge to shipping comes from the 
Deutsche Ost-Afnka Line (the Gor- 
man East Africa Line), which as al- 
ready foreshadowed, is to enter into 
competition with the Union Castle 
Line upon the western route to the 
Cape. 


The 
German 
government 
has 


^rented a subsidy to this eiiterpris- 
ng company, which will commence a 
new Cape service from Continental 
jorts, probably in the spring, anc1 its 
boat's will make the circular tour of 
the Dark Continent alternately by 
.heieast and west. It is anticipated 
that the route from Hamburg will be 
via a French port to Las Palmas or 
Teneriffe, thence on to Cape Town, 
;he East Coast ports and Suez. 


A considerable amount of conti- 


nental trade will thus "be picked up 
i)y the German line. The directors 
are now completing their arrange- 
ments for the new service, and will 
add a number of 
new steamers to 


their present fleet. At present the 
sailings are fortnightly from Ham- 
burg through the Suez Canal to Na- 
Lal. The Hue includes the Bundes- 
rath, and some of the steamers have 
seen built on the Tyne.—London Ex- 
press.

Trench and German physicians, in 
iscussing this report, told of other 
ases of organic heart disease for 
A'hich there seemed to be no other 
eason than the abuse of tobacco, 
lany of them occurred in cigarette 
mokers, but the general opinion of 
he medical men seemed t3 be that 
igarettes are ust particularly harm- 
ul In themselves, but that this form 
f tobacco tempts to more frequent 
making-, and also encourages the iii- 
alntion of the smoke. 
There seems to be a distinctly 
rowing impres&ion among medical 


that, for persons who are sus- 


uptible to its influence, the use of to- 
acco even in moderate quantities 
oes harm, temporarily or perma- 
ently. The symptoms of this evil 
Tect are to be found mainly in the 
eart and vascular system.

ent abandoned the use of tobacco, 
mcrican physicians attending the 
aria congress are apt to add -here 
mt the government monopoly in to- 
acco has done much to bring this 
bout.

By a deed of gift from the late 


Duke of Argyll 
the

churcli or Scotland, and this ancient 


p, ruinous for centuries, is to be 


restored to religious uses. The gift 
included the ruins of the nunnery 
and of St. Omn's chapel, the monu-j 
ments and other remains so closely 
associated 
with the replanting1 of 


Christianity in Britain. It was the 
wish of the late duke that at least 
the choir of the cathedrall should be 
rrstot'fd to render it suitable for ser- 
vices, and that the privilege of wor- 
shiping there should be extended by 
the Church of Scotland to other de- 
nominations. The trustees, includ- 
ing the principals of the universities 
of Glasgow, 
Edinburgh, 
Aberdeen 


and St. Mary's college, St. Andrew's 
intend to restore, at :i cost of over 
£20.000, the choir, tower, transepts 
and nil 75—a work undertaken only 
under the cdvice of the best ecclesi- 
astical architects—and with nil pos- 
sible reverence for the historic in- 
terest of. the existing ruins. 


Such an announcement is of the ut- 


most interest to travelers, antiquar- 
ies and lovers of romance in all parts 
of the world, for though the Isle of 
lona, "the Isle of Saints," hr.s noi 
much natural boauty, it is rich in

Babylonian cities are making great 
efforts to awaken further interest in 
the plan and to complete the fund 
necessary to begin the work. Exca- 
vations in the ruined cities of ancient 
Babylonia have given the world a 
long series of surprises during the 
past few decades. It was u surprise 
in 1842 when the French consul dis- 
covered a 
palace containing 
S300 


rooms and covering 
25 
acres of 


ground concealed in a mound north 
of Nineveh. 
The beautiful bas-re- 


liefs which lined the wallr, and the 
carved stone floors speak of the mag- 
nificence of the palace. Another sur- 
prise came when the scholars read 
in the inscriptions which were found 
in the ruins that the nncient builder 
was the .Assyrian king who captured 
Samaria and took captive ten of the 
Hebrew tribes. 


Again the world was 
surprised 


when among the clay books from the 
vast library taken from a palace at 
Nineveh one was found containing .1 
story of the flood, another the story 
of the creation of the world similar 
to the Biblical story. 
Still another 


surprise came when the palaces of 
five- kings of Assyria who are men- 
tioned in the Bible were discovered 
and found to contain records of the 
Assyrian relations with the Hebrews 
supplementing the historical portions 
of the Old Testament. 


A few years ago, when it was still 


generally supposed that the world 
wits created about G.OOO years ago, it 
was a surprise to find at Nippur re- 
mains of a developed civilization of 
nearly twice that age.—New York

WORK AT TJHBANA. 


Uncle Sam's agricultural experi-

This institution lies been correspond- 
ing with farmers in vaiious parts of 
the country, requesting them to box 
up mid ship by express ns many of 
the live insects ns they can collect. 
After exposure to the di sense-lad en 
broth and batter at the experiment 
station the contaminated bugs are 
shipped back to the farmers.

confined until dead from the disease. 
The farmers then capture as many 
live insects as can be caught and can- 
fine them with the carcnsscs of their 
relatives until they show symptoms 
of the diesnse.
